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GPs’ surgery merger to 
take place in the spring 


THE date of a forthcoming merge 
between two GP practices in Haverhill 
has been revealed as April next year, with 
both practices reassuring patients it will 
be “business as usual”. 

The scheduling announcement comes 
after patients from the Christmas Makings 
Surgery and Stourview Medical Centre 
were consulted for their views on the 
merger. 

The proposed name of the new practice 
will be the Haverhill Family Practice and 
the buildings of both premises will con¬ 
tinue to be used following the transition. 

Ann Sisson, practice manager at Dr Selby 
and Partners of The Christmas Makings 
Surgery, acknowledged key consultation 
feedback was to keep the Stourview sur¬ 
gery building running. 

She said: “1 think this will be a good step 
forward for the town as long as we can 
keep the current services running as they 
do now. There are more and more mergers 
happening and 1 think this is the future 
for GP practices. 

“Everyone has worries when mergers 
happen but we want to reassure people 
that both the staff and patients are the 
forefront - our main objective is to make 
sure it is as easy as possible.” 

Stourview Medical Centre currently only 
has one GP partner. Dr Bamidele Sule, 
who previously said it was “not sustaina¬ 
ble” to continue his patient list on his 
own. 

It is hoped that combining the two prac¬ 
tices will see an increased range of health 
services on offer, more GP choice and 
improved continuity of care. Rachel Mack, 
Stourview Medical Centre practice man¬ 
ager, said: “We think this is the best thing

for the patients and we look at it as a posi¬ 
tive thing. 

“We aim to run from both the two sites 
so patients have the option to go to the 
surgery they are familiar with. 

“We work closely with the Christmas 
Makings Surgery on a day to day basis and 
we are doing everything we can to make 
the merger smooth for both patients and 
staff.” 

During the public consultation, which 
ran from July 14 until August 31, patients 
were encouraged to share their views by 
filling out a questionnaire which they 
could collect from either surgery. 

The consultation followed NHS 
England’s decision to give the go-ahead 
earlier this year and staff at both practices 
will be able to attend an information 
evening this month to answer any queries. 

Dr Stephenson and Partners of The 
Christmas Makings and Clements 
Practice are not involved in the move. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock said: 
“1 welcome the merger of the Stourview 
surgery and Dr Selby & Partners GP prac¬ 
tice that will take place next April. 

“This is good news for Haverhill helping 
to improve healthcare for the town. 1 am 
working hard for all patients and will 
ensure the merger helps secure a better 
NHS for the future. 

“1 am pleased by this announcement, 
but it must signify the start of further 
improvements to help overall healthcare 
in the town.”

THOUSANDS lined the streets of 
Haverhill on Sunday to remember 
those who made the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice. 

Local dignitaries including the 
Mayor of St Edmundsbury, Councillor 
Robert Everitt and Haverhill Mayor 
Roger Andre joined the Remembrance 
Day parade up the High Street and to 
the cemetery. 

They were joined by many others 
including members of the Royal 
British Legion, the air, army and sea 
cadets, the Bury Sea Cadets band and 
the Local Veterans Association. 

The parade was followed by a service 
in St Mary’s Church led by Reverend 
Manette Crossman. 

Ahead of the service, cadets from 
the town had placed poppies on the 
graves in the cemetery including those 
of soldiers and Commonwealth 
graves.

Sharing views of 
health in report 


A NEW report has been 
published highlighting the 
views of local people on 
how health services can 
adapt to meet demand. 

Healthwatch Suffolk have 
produced the report after 
40 public engagement 
events across west Suffolk 
where the ideas and 
thoughts of local people 
were gathered. 

Their views will be used to 
help “shape the future 
design” of joined-up health 
and social care services to 
help them to improve. 

It will also help to deter¬ 
mine the future commis¬ 
sioning of the NHS 111 ser¬ 
vice, out of hours GPs and 
community health services. 

Annie Topping, chief 
executive of Healthwatch, 


said: “We found that people 
recognise the need to better 
integrate health and care 
services and that there was 
support for many concepts 
presented such as the devel¬ 
opment of urgent care hubs 
that could encourage 
patients to use A&E more 
appropriately 

“Healthwatch Suffolk has 
published a number of 
papers which have included 
reported experiences of 
ambulance services, NHS 
111 and GP practices in the 
county 

“We will expect the CCGs 
and Suffolk County Council 
to take into account the 
views highlighted in all of 
our reports and incorporate 
them into the development 
of new service models.”

Improvement

WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock has welcomed steps 
taken by the government to 
improve mobile coverage. 

Currently, 22.3 per cent of 
Suffolk has partial not-spots, 
areas where there is coverage 
from one or more, but not all 
four mobile networks. 

The government is working 
with mobile operators to find 
improvements and see if new 
laws are needed to improve 
coverage, which they say puts 
jobs and growth at risk because 
it’s hard to communicate. 

Matthew Hancock has 
welcomed the news and hopes 
that it will help businesses in the 
local area. He said: “22.3 per 
cent of Suffolk has poor mobile 
coverage which is causing 
frustration for people trying to 
make a call or send a text and 
making it more difficult for 
businesses to operate and grow. 

“As part of this we will 
continue to work with mobile 
companies as well as 
considering changing the law so 
that people can use a different 
mobile network if they can’t get 
a signal with their own network. 

“Ensuring people and 
businesses can get good mobile 
coverage is a key part of our 
long-term economic plan that 
will help businesses to grow and 
produce more jobs, giving people 
greater financial security and 
peace of mind.’’

Intrusive’ 

extension

“Mrs Taylor [a 
resident] and myself when I 
viewed where the new build 
is going to be, it’s rather 
substantial and intrusive. 

“I’m disappointed for Mrs 
Taylor and the other resident 
but the planning application 
met all the requirements for 
approval. 

“The application was 
amended from the original to 
meet the National Planning 
Policy Framework (NPPF), 
they had no alternative but to 
approve it.”

Talks planned over proposed A board regulations

“Unless an individual com¬ 
plains against a certain shop 
or business displaying an 
A-board, the traders them¬ 
selves will have plenty of time 
to either apply for permission 
or to remove their A-boards. 

“An update on how the poli¬ 
cy is to be rolled out, will be 
presented to cabinet on 
December 2.”

Not the right place 

MY wife and 1 are also opposing 
the plans for 15 flats to be built on 
Anglian Place Burton End. 

Our home in Howard Close where 
we have lived for nearly nine years 
will be directly overlooked by 
most of the windows to the rear of 
the proposed development so we 
will also be overshadowed and 
lose all privacy to the rear of our 
property. The “planting of trees” 
at the edge of my boundary will 
not hide a construction of this 
scale. 

The extra traffic from the 
proposed development will 
increase the danger to pedestrians 


using the footpath and vehicles 
using the traffic calming chicane 
as the entrance to Anglian Place is 
directly in the middle of the 
chicane (single lane) and there 
have already been several near 
misses since block A and block B 
were constructed. 

There will be more water run off 
due to the size of the footprint of 
the proposed development - in 
February this year a torrent of 
water flooded down Burton End 
Road which to the best of my 
knowledge had not happened 
before Block B was constructed so 
if a further block (C) is 
constructed this can only be made 
worse. 

This area is full of wild life and 
this will be destroyed by further 
development - there is a proposed 
woodland walk added to the plans 
but this is not a walk as it leads to 
nowhere so serves no purpose 
whatsoever. 

We understand the need for local 


housing but surely squashing 
another block of flats on this piece 
of land is not the answer it can 
only have a detrimental effect on 
the area.

U3A TALK: CANINE PARTNERS 
BY MALCOLM WELLS 

For Robin Grapes’ first meeting as 
Chair of Haverhill USA he remind¬ 
ed us that since the membership 
had increased by over 80 in 2014, 
which now well exceeded the seat¬ 
ing capacity of the hall, early 
attendance for meetings would be 
the only guarantee of a seat. 
Malcolm Wells was introduced to 
us by Genny MacDonald as a pro¬ 
moter for the little known Canine 
Partners charity based in Sussex. 
Malcolm came straight to the pur¬ 
pose of the Charity, to train dogs to 
carry out tasks for people in need. 


extending the well known blind 
dog activity to ease the burden of 
incapacity or debilitating injury 
enabling people to lead more inde¬ 
pendent lives. 

A total of 23 soldiers through “Help 
the Heroes” and many people with 
MS and those confined to wheel¬ 
chairs have benefited since 2003. 
Malcolm gave an overview of how 
his team channel the natural intel¬ 
ligence of suitable dogs to perform 
specific tasks for their human 
partner. 

Labrador puppies and a few other 
breeds are purchased at about 
seven weeks old, for initial training 
at the Sussex state-of-the-art cen¬ 
tre, set up with non-Government 
funding of over half a million 
pounds. 

To achieve the high level of canine 
competence required, with a pass 
rate of over 80 per cent, partners 


can spend two weeks at the 9 acre 
site of the Sussex HQ “target train¬ 
ing”, to teach the dog various func¬ 
tions; helping with supermarket 
shopping, fetching clothes from 
the wardrobe and actually using a 
washing machine. 

Some just sit watching the clothes 
go round waiting for the signal to 
unload the drum! 

The waiting list is over 100, waiting 
for suitable canine partners. 

The charity, employing 22 paid 
fundraisers and trainers and 400 
volunteers, has sponsorship from a 
dog food supplier and also runs a 
website (caninepartners.org.uk). 
The next meeting will be a talk by 
David Simmonds entitled The 
National Trust in the East of 
England, at Haverhill Arts Centre 
starting at 10.30am

TOOLS seized from crimes in Suffolk 
are providing jobs for people in 
developing countries. 

Suffolk police have just donated 
their latest haul of tools, many of 
which were seized as a result of 
crimes, to Tools with a Mission 
(TWAM). 

TWAM collects and refurbishes 
unwanted tools and equipment and 
sends them to developing countries 
worldwide. 

Detective Superintendent Bernie 
Morgan said: “We have been sup¬ 
porting TWAM since 2007 and 1 am 
really pleased that we can continue 
to provide this charity with these 
tools, the majority of which have 
been seized as a result of crime and 
the remainder have been donated by 
friends of the constabulary. 

“The concept of this registered 
charity is fantastic. It enables people 
in places like Uganda and Zambia to 
earn a living and to support them¬ 
selves, empowering them to become 
self-sufficient.” 

The charity provides tools from 
simple carpentry kits to full work¬ 
shop kits. They have machines for 
light sewing to industrial capabili¬ 
ties. 

The tools are sent to vocational and 


training centres to enable people to 
learn a skill and, on completion, they 
are given a full tradesman’s kit or 
tailoring kit. 

Tim Elliot, CEO of TWAM, said: 
“TWAM is pleased to be associated 


with Suffolk Constabulary and 
delighted to be able to put to a new 
and good use tools and equipment 
that may have been used for less wor¬ 
thy purposes.”

Safety (Jrive 
sees cars 
stoppeiJ 

HUNDREDS of drivers in 
Suffolk were stopped by 
police to improve road safety 
as the nights get darker. 

Operation Dark Night was 
launched across Suffolk and 
Norfolk, stopping 303 drivers 
and giving them verbal 
warnings about their cars. 

Police focused on offences 
where cars had defects in 
lights, tyres, windscreens, or 
which could “impact on 
roadworthiness”. 

A total of 303 drivers were 
given verbal warnings, 85 
defect rectification notices 
were issues, and three were 
given fixed penalty notices. 

Collisions tend to increase in 
October and November, police 
said, with driver error of 
failing to look properly being 
the “biggest contributing 
factor” along with losing 
control and poor 
manoeuvring. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks, 
head of the joint roads 
policing unit in Norfolk and 
Suffolk, said: “A handful of 
these offences related to tyre 
problems but the majority 
involved problems with lights. 

“These may seem minor 
issues to some drivers but if 
you drive a car with one 
headlight out you are 
effectively reducing your 
visibility by half and the 
chances of being seen.”

COUNTRYSIDE lovers in Suffolk 
are being urged to speak up about 
the county’s rivers, lakes, ponds 
and wetlands and “save our 
waters”. 

A group of 16 national charities 
and organisations, including the 
National Trust, the RSPB, the WWF 
and the Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust, have created the Blueprint 
for Water coalition and are urging 
communities to take part in a con¬ 
sultation on the future of England’s 
waters, published last Monday. 

Walkers, cyclists, anglers, boat¬ 
ers and holiday makers are all 
being asked to share the places 
they love on the Save Our Waters 
website. 

lust a quarter of waters in 
England are in a “healthy state”, 
the organisations said, and they 
want people to let the Environment 
Agency know which waters matter 
to them. A spokesperson said: “It 
may be a local special place where 
people enjoy relaxing, or a popular 
place to visit. 

“These type of places need our

help. Many of England’s watery 
places have suffered the effects of 
extreme flooding, drought or pol¬ 
lution in recent years and only a 
quarter of our water bodies are in a 
healthy state. 

“So the Save Our Water campaign 
is inviting everyone to tell the 
Environment Agency how impor¬ 
tant your local stream, river, pond, 
beach or lake is to you.” 

The Blueprint for Water coalition 
wants to set out steps to achieve 
“sustainable water” by 2015 as part 
of a campaign of Wildlife and 
Countryside Link.

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‘Bullies made me change for the better’ 



Adam Olivant’s life was made hell 
by vicious bullies, but rather than 
become a victim, the 19-year-old 
was inspired to set up a support 
group for other young people 
going through the same. 

He has now been crowned 
Cambridgeshire’s Young Person of 
the Year, and talks to Lydia Fallon 

T would be fair to say teenagers 
can sometimes get a bad rap. 

But a young man from 
Haverhill is definitely proving critics 
wrong. Adam Olivant, 19, is charm¬ 
ing, eloquent and inspiring. 

“1 want to give back, to be someone 
other young people can go to for sup¬ 
port,” smiles Adam. “When someone 
comes to you and says ‘1 did what 
you suggested and it’s better now’, 
that’s the most amazing thing to 
hear. The advice you’ve given has 
changed somebody’s life and 
changed it for the better.” 

Adam is a mentor to victims of bul¬ 
lying, and has been a constant 
source of support for hundreds of 
young people over the past fewyears. 

The teenager was recently crowned 
Cambridgeshire’s Young Person of 
the Year in the Cambridge Regional 
Collage and Linx Young People of the 
Year awards (Yopeys), held at Ely 
Cathedral last month, with judges 
praising Adam’s “profound under¬ 
standing of a deep-seated evil in our 
society.” 

It was, Adam says, a huge honour. 
“1 was really surprised,” he chuckles. 


“It felt really unbelievable to win.” 

It’s easy to see why Adam’s touched 
so many; it’s a thoroughly deserved 
award for somebody who’s faced his 
fair share of adversity over the years. 

Adam was bullied, physically and 
emotionally, for much of his school 
life. It started with petty name-call¬ 
ing but gradually got worse and 
worse, becoming unbearable by the 
time Adam reached his teens. 

The bullies would pick on Adam 
about his size, his home life, any 
excuse they could think of. They 
were making his life a living hell. “It 
was really difficult,” he sighs. “1 


wasn’t going to school, 1 would skip 
lessons and 1 was getting these head¬ 
aches all the time. 1 was in constant 
fear. 

“One incident that still sticks in my 
mind was when 1 got pushed off my 
bike into an oncoming car when 1 
was in Year 5. Luckily the car stopped 
because he saw what was happen¬ 
ing, but that memory is still vivid. 

“Nowadays, being an adult, it’s 
much easier to ignore, but when 
you’re young and it’s very personal, it 
really does hurt. 1 wasn’t the type of 
person who could stand up to them; 
1 hate violence and fighting, so I’d 
just take it.” 

Adam says he always felt different 


from his peers, but was never sure 
why. Around the age of 13 he started 
to think he might be gay and con¬ 
fided in close friends. Rumours soon 
surfaced, and before he knew it the 
whole school was talking about it, 
which escalated the bullying. 

“It was really scary because it’s 
something 1 felt like 1 couldn’t talk to 
my parents about,” Adam says. 

“You start doubting yourself and 
thinking Ts this really wrong?’. 
You know in your mind you are 
who you are, but 1 tried to convince 
myself 1 was straight just to try and 
shut people up.” 

Now the bullying was homophobic 
too. There was nowhere to hide. 

With the bullying showing no signs 
of letting up, Adam’s school contact¬ 
ed his parents, and he knew then he 
must come out to his family. “1 was 
really scared of telling them, because 
1 felt like 1 needed more time, but 
they were really supportive and told 
me they loved me just the same,” he 
smiles. 

Adam finished secondary school in 
2012 and started at Long Road Sixth 
Lorm College where he studied com¬ 
puting, chemistry, ICT and maths. 
He threw himself into college life, 
and finally felt comfortable enough 
to be his true self. “1 was so much 
happier,” he says. 

Adam was determined to turn his 
experience of bullying into some¬ 
thing positive, and offer the kind of 
support he’d so often craved. 

“At Long Road 1 set up the Beat 
Bullying group and converted the 
Lesbian Gay Bisexual Transgender 
(LGBT) group into the Gay-Straight 
Alliance,” he says. 


“We wanted it to be a place where 
anyone could come and speak 
about issues that affect their daily 
life; a place where they could dis¬ 
cuss whatever they wanted with no 
judgment.” 

Adam had found his calling and 
both groups thrived under his lead¬ 
ership. 

“1 really wish I’d had that support 
when 1 was being bullied - it would 
have made me realise 1 wasn’t the 
only one going through it.” 

As well as the victims, occasionally 
Adam would also mentor bullies, 
which he says was surprisingly 
rewarding, “because when you’re 
being bullied you hate them, but 
then when you start to speak to 
them, you understand that actually 
there is sometimes something that 
caused them to act how they do,” he 
says. 

Adam left college in the summer 
and started an IT joh in the Pathology 
Partnership hosted by Cambridge 
University Hospitals, but he contin¬ 
ues to mentor victims of bullying 
online for the charity Beat Bullying 
in his spare time. 

“There’s an anonymous chatroom 
where people can talk to me,” he 
explains. “Bullying can leave you 
feeling very isolated and it’s good to 
be a role model; someone who can 
help.” 

In spite of everything he’s been 
through, Adam says he would thank 
the bullies for making him the man 
he is today. 

“They’ve made me into a person 
who wants to give back and help oth¬ 
ers,” he says. “It has changed me, 
changed me for the better.”

A CAMBRIDGE artist’s preoccupation with 
trees is set to be renewed with a new 
show at an Ely gallery. 

John Preston: Paintings and Etchings is on show 
now at The Old Fire Engine House. 

The St Mary’s Street gallery space aims to 
explore Preston’s delicate, often monochrome 
and deeply atmospheric pieces based on - among 
other things - local scenes such as the imposing 
Ely Cathedral. 

After studying architecture and art history in 
Cambridge, Preston took up a post as a town 
planner and conservation officer, indulging in his 
passion for paint on the side. 

Now a historic environment consultant and 
lecturer, who also works on sustainability issues, 
he has a new permanent studio space at St 
Barnabas Press, Cambridge. 

He said: “I have always painted and drawn, 
notably in travels around Italy. 

“It was in 1980 at an evening class in 
Cambridge that I was eagerly led to etching, 
while studios in Cambridge, Spain, and Cornwall 
gave a springboard for further development.’’ 

This latest show sees the Cambridge Drawing 
Society member return to trees - which featured 


heavily in his 201 3 show, the tree-themed 
exhibition Silver Silvium alongside fellow local 
artist Neil Warmsiey. 

Preston explains: “This Old Fire Engine 
House exhibition features mainly buildings and 
landscape. 

“The paintings include watercolours of the 
Fens and of Lough Swilly in Donegal, plus acrylics 
of Tuscany. 

“The etchings include tree-themed work 
produced for my 201 3 exhibition, plus new 
images of Italy, Cambridge and Ely - and our 
kitten.” 

Work by ceramicist Cathy D’arcy - a returning 
favourite of the gallery’s - will also be on show in 
the upstairs arts space. 

She depicts “animals and people in a comic 
and endearing way” we’re told, and her 
interpretations of wide-eyed, fluffy-collared owls 
are particularly charming. 

The exhibitions will run jointly until Sunday, 
November 30. 

The gallery is open daily.
